Man;.'  persons  have  inquired  as 
to  how  they  may  continue  their  Group 
Hospitalization  protection  if  they 
leave  their  employment,  ihe  follow- 
ing procedure  is  suggested: 

1.  On.  the  last  payment  date  - be- 
fore the  subscriber  leaves,  he  may 
give  his  group’s  treasurer  an  ad- 
vance payment  (not  to  exceed  12  mon- 
ths). ..sufficient  to  cover  the  expected 
period  in  transferring. 

2.  If  he  becomes  employed  by  an 
organization  in  which  there  is  - a 
group  (groups  are  .established  in 
every  government  agency  and  in  hun- 
dreds of  business  firms) , he  should 
arrange  prompt Ly  wi tn  the  new  groupfe 
treasurer  to  transfer  the  contract. 

3.  If  he  does  not  become  era- 
ployed  where  there  is  e group,  or  if 
he  leaves  the  city,  he  should  get  in 
touch  with  Group  Hospitalization, 
Inc.  to  learn  -what  .arrangements  can 
be  made,  for  continuing  his  pro  tec- 

t ion.
